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I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  31st.,  December,  1945'. 

This  year  saw  the  end  of  the  second  vvorld  war  and  during  the 
five  years  the  health  of  the  people  faced  many  hazards.  The  early 
days  will  ever  be  rememberec  when  A.R.-P.^  First  Aid  Services  v/ere 
being  rushed  through  which  included  tne  finding  of  depots,  individual 
training,  exercises  in  the  field,  issue  of  equipment,  filing  of 
records  and  I would  like  her'e  to  annotate  an  appreciation  of  the 
work  done  by  Mr.  A.J.  Voss  as  Casualty  Service  Staff  Officer  for  the 
area.  Civil  Defence  as  it  was  later  called  was  soon  followed  by 
the  influx  of  evacuees,  which  necessitated  the  medical  examination 
and  the  disxoosal  of  children  suffering  from  various  conditions;  I 
recall  a case  of  Diphtheria  in  one  ba uh  of  evacuees  which  meant  the 
rounding  up  of  contacts  that  night  from  their  newly  found  billets 
and  taking  thetn  to  Roecliffe  Manor,  However,  the  arrival  of  evacu- 
ees soon  came  to  be  looked  upon  as  a normal  event.  Blackout  con- 
ditions in  the  houses,  offices,  schools,  air  raid  shelter  existence, 
travelling  long  distances  and  working  long  hours,  all  helped  in 
lessening  ones  resicrence  to  disease,  furthermore,  the  food  rationing 
kept  people  on  the  minimum  requirements.  Air  raids  also  played 
their  part  especrnlly  amongst  the  children  whose  sleep  was  disturbed 
and  all  nraise  must  be  given  to  the  women  who  did  their  share  nobly 
while  the  men  v;ere  in  the  forces  and  factories.  It  may  not  be 
realised  that  of  the  31  parishes  in  the  Barrow-upon''3oar  Rural  Dis- 
trist  bombs  fell  in  1 2 of  them  and  incidents  occurred  in  6 others 
and  the  number  of  houses  damaged  number  545^ 

Energetic  measures  were  soon  planned  to  cuunLeract  these  var- 
ious hazards,  firstly  the  food  eituation  was  admirably  handled, 
nutrition  experts  worked  out  the  minimum  requirments  and  the  correct 
;iroportion  of  the  foods  essential  to  maintain  life  and  these  were 
issued  on  Nations  so  that  a fair  distribution  could  be  made.  The 
v/elfare  of  bafeies,  schoolchildren  and  nursing  mothers  were  especially 
cared  for  by  supplementing  the  diets  with  milk  and  vitamins.  School 
feeding  was  instituted  and  all  schoolchildren  could  receive  a mid- 
day meal.  Many  persons  lost  weight  but  generally  they  were  much 
fitter.  The  prevention  of  infectious  disease  was  tackled  in  many 
ways  e.g.  by  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  - this  was  a big  task 
expecially  v/ith  the  acute  shortage  of  doctors  but  it  has  amply  re- 
paid the  work  put  into  it,  this  is  shown  in  this  area  by  the  Graph 
on  Infectious  Disease,  page  12.  Teams  for  controlling  a Typhus 
outbreak  were  formed  in  the  county,  voluntary  helpers  were  recruited 
in  case  of  an  Influenza  epidemic,  hosoels  and  clinics  were  opened  in 
different  areas  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of  scabies  and  other 
contagious  diseases,  also  the  County  Courucil  continued  the  medical 
inspection  of  schoolchil.dren  throughout  the  war  - despite  the  short- 
age of  staff  - this  undoubtedly  had  a marked  effect  in  controlling 
infectious  and  contagious  diseases. 
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In  spite  of  'Che  trying  conditions  . of  war,  the  health  of  the 
people  v/as  not  v;orsened,  in  fact  it  even  improved,  e.g.  the  Infant 
Mortality  Rate,  probably  the  best  index  of  the  health  of  an  area, 
was  the  lowest  on  record,  yet  the  Birth  Rate  was  the  highest  for 
20  years  at  least  and  the  population  reached  its  highest  peak  in 
1941.  The  oni.y  diseases  which  increased  were  Tuberculosis,  Vener- 
eal Diseases  and  Scabies.  All  these  diseases  usual^’''  increase  in 
v^artirne  but  even  so  during  the  last  two  years  th-^y  nave  shown  signs 
of  decreasing. 

■'Vhat  the  future  holds  in  store  is  hard  to  predict  as  the  after- 
math  of  war  is  often  more  trying  than  the  war  itself,  as  we  all 

tend  to  sit  back  and  enjoy  the  fruits  of  our  labours,  but  the  war, 

I am  sure,  has  made  the  people  more  ’’Health  Conscious"  and  they 
realise  the  importance  of  prevention  of  disease.  During  the  last 
fourteen  months  v\/hile  I have  been  away,  I spent  most  of  my  time 
abroad  where  the  health  hazards  were  infinitely  worse,  but,  they 
have  been  controlled  even  during  the  winter  months,  potentially  the 
worse  winter  even  known,  so  I see  no  reason  for  pessimism  as  to  our 
future  health, 

I would  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the  members  of 
the  Council  for  their  willing  supporx  and  help  during  the  war  and 

also  to  the  me.bers  of  the  Staff  whose  task  often  ror;uired  extra 

hours  of  work  during  the  long  blackout  evenings.  I also  wish  to 
convey  my  appreciation  of  the  way  in  which  Dr.  A. A.  Disney,  with 
the  kind  permission  of  Dr.  J.A.  Rairer,  held  the  fort  during  my 
sojourn  abroad.

Both  the  Rates  compare  very  favourably  ;;ith  those  for  the  whole 
of  England  and  '.Tales. 

The  Infant  Mortality  which  is  often,  said  (rightly  or  v^rongly)  to 
be  the  best  indication  of  the  health  of  an  area,  as  mentioned  pre- 
viously, is  remarkably  low  (29.1.)  and  is  by  far  the  lowest  for  the 
last  20  years  (see  Graph,  page  12),  the  figure  must  be  approaching 
a record  for  the  county.

It  is  seen  that  during  the  early  years  of  the  vVar  the  number  of 

boys  born  exceeded  that  of  the  girls  but  during  the  latter  half  t’ne 

figures  were  reversed.  However,  it  must  be  remembered  that  there 
is  usually  a greater  mortality  among;  baby  boys  than  baby  girls. 

Statistics  are  not  infallable  but  the  figures  of  the  war  period 
I think,  definitely  show  an  improvement  in  the  health  of  the  people, 
in  spite  of  the  innumerable  conditions  which  prevailed  to  produce  an 
opposite  effect  and  it  makes  one  pause  to  think  - were  jo  living  on 
the  right  lines  x:>re-war,  w^re  we  eating  too  much,  or  too  little  of 
the  right  type  of  food,  is  hard  living  better  for  us  than  soft 
living  ? No  doubt  owing  to  the  chaotic  conditions  of  the  world  thf 
next  few  years  will  give  us  a further  opportunity  of  trying  to  find 
an  answer.

1945  ’«vas  again  a satisfactory  year  from  an  infectious  disease 
point  of  vieWy  the  only  outstanding  outbreak  was  that  of  Measles  whea 
702  cases  were  notifiedj  but  no  deaths  occurred  although  Measles  is 
considered  one  of  the  serious  diseases. 


Diphtheria . 


Only  8 cases  of  Diphtheria  were  reported  and  s: gnif icantly  no 
c.ase  occurrec'  in  a child  under  10  years  and  five  of  bhe  oases 
occurred  in  persons  of  13  years  and  over.  Again  there' were  no 
deaths  and  this  is  the  third  consecutive  uear  without  a death.  Tliis 
factual  ovi'^ence  strongly  supports  the  decision  taken  by  the  Council

It  tb  £ seems  that  the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  is  still  high 
compared  wn. th  1939,  no  doubt  many  factors  have  cont".bs.ted  to  this 
high  level,  the  chief  being  insufficient  housing  wich  its  a<;com- 
panying  overcrowding,  the  nurfber  of  uofit  houses  which  lower  the 
vitality  of  the  inhabitants,  the  blacKout  which  prevented  the  entry 
of  fresh  air,  long  hours  at  work  v'ith  its  prelimi.nary  travell.ing  in 
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hlrhough  the  control  of  Tuberculosis  concerns  the  Couiity  Council 
and  CiC,z  the  Surnl  District  Council,  the  latter  is  still  paying  for 
the  cosi  out  of  the  rates  c-nd  wo  shoua.d  do  everything  possible  to 
aid  th.e  prevention  of  this  f^sease.  There  are  tvjo  ways  which  we 
can  help  as  a District  Coun.  xl,  the  first  is  by  preventing  over- 
crowuxug  of  houses,  e.g.  provision  of  new  houses,  repair  and  deiaol- 
ition  of  bad  houses  when  possible,  giving  preference  to  families 
with  Tuberculosis  so  that  each  individual  sufferer  can  have  a bed- 
room to  himself  thus  having  less  chance  of  infecting  his  family. 

The  Council  are  to  be  congratulated  in  taking  energetic  measures  in 
coping  with  these  conditions,  the  latest  being  the  allotment  of 
houses  on  a ''points”  system  and  allo’wing  a number  of  points  i'.o  be 
given  on  medical  grounds . 
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The  second  way  is  the  prevention  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 
one  of  the  e^e^'test  caases  being  the  consumption  of  tuberculous  milk, 
The  primary  factil  in  prevention  is  of  course  the  breeding  of  healthy 
stock  free  from  Tuberculosis  but  unfortunately  it  will  take  many 
years  before  this  country  can  replace  the  tuberculous  reacting  cows 
by  tuberculous  free  annimals,  meanwhile  as  recently  stated  in  the 
House  of  Lords  ’’Every  year  600  persons  die  and  7j‘^00  become  casualties 
and  often  crippled  for  life  by  drinking  raw  hiilk  contamina ted  vVith 
tuberculous  germs,"  and  so  the  only  precaution  to  be  taken  for  some 
years  is  to  render  the  milk  safe  by  heat  treatment  and  I ;ould  re- 
commend the  Council  to  strongly  support  any  move  which  uiight  be  made 
to  provide  more  heat  treatment  plant.s. 

IIvLIUITISATION; 

Immunisation  was  first  commenced  in  the  district  in  1939,  where 
it  was  done  at  the  schools,  V7hen  the  majority  of  children  had  been 
innoculated  it  was  decided  that  it  would  be  more  economical  to 
imivunise  the  remainder  and  the  young  children  through  their  own  doc- 
tors and  wiwin,  in  1941  the  Ministry  of  Health  (Circular  2230)  offer- 
ed to  provide  free  material,  the  Council  took  full  advantage  of  the 
scheme.  In  November,  1945j  the  Ministry  of  Healfn  i^Uircular  193/45) 
placed  the  onus  of  imtaunisa tion  of  tlie  pre-school  children  on  the 
Child  Welfare  Authority  (County  Council)  but  stated,  where  existing 
schemes  are  in  operation  there  was  no  need  to  disturb  them  but  supple- 
mentary help  could  be  given  to  speed  the  scheme.

In  last  year’s  Report  it  was  stated  that  efforts  were  being 
made  to  increase  the  number  of  children  immunised  under  school  age, 
as  most  of  the  school  children  had  now  been  done  and  that  the  young- 
er the  child  the  more  likely  he  was  to  die  if  he  should  develops 
Diphtheria.  Prom  the  figures  it  is  seen  that  the  number  of  pre- 
school children  immunised  in  the  last  years  are  much  higher  than  the 
school  children  and  as  the  average  nuiober  of  children  born  each  year 
is  about  850,  the  figures  for  the  last  two  years  are  fairly  satisfac- 
tory but  could  be  increased  and  efforts  will  be  made  to  obtain  this 
end. 

Recently  the  Ministry  of  Health  have  recommended  a further 
"Booster"  dose  of  one  injection  should  be  given  to  the  children 
who  were  done  at  the  age  of  1 year,  just  before  they  enter  school 
and  propaganda  to  this  effect  has  been-  circulated.

Prom  the  figures  shovvn  above  again  excellent  work  has 
been  dune  at  the  Clinic  throughout  the  past  year.  Unfortunately 
at  the  end  of  the  year  we  lost  the  valuable  services  of  Mrs.  C. 
Buckley  whose  v/ork  was  carried  out  on  a voluntary  basis  but  we 
managed  to  fill  the  vacancy  with  Mrs.  R.B.  Southern  on  a paid  basis. 
EKcept  for  this  alteration  the  rest  of  the  Clinic  staff,  consisting 
of  Dr.  H.  Atkinson,  Mrs.  C.  Hegginson,  and  Mrs.  L.  Harrison,  are 
still  with  us. 


HEAD  LICE: 


Roundhill  Hostel  was  used  as  an  out-patient  clinic  for 
the  treatment  of  head  lice  up  to  the  time  of  its  closing  on  the 
30th.,  November,  1945. 
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E VACUA  T I oil; 


On  the  20th.  June,  1945?  the  Ipst  organised  party  returned  home, 
thus  we  have  had  evacuees  with  us  for  nearly  siK  years.  The  total 
nuinher  received  v;as  nearly  4? 000  ’’official”  mothers  and  children, 
and  approximately  2,750  ’’unofficial”  iricrsons. 

Their  arrival  caused  many  problems,  much  heartrending  and  some 
tears,  but  they  were  usually  well  received  and  soon  tanen  into  the 
heart  of  tne  family  and  I can  vouch  that  many  were  v,,rv  sorry  to 
leave.  The  public  health  problems  of  course  were  nuraorous,  such 
as  prevention  of  overcrowding,  avoidance  of  billets  with  any 
infectious  disease,  examination  of  the  children  to  see  if  they  v;ere 
free  from  infectious  or  contagious  diseases  and  last  but  not  least 
the  ’’bedwet terS” . 

The  many  different  conditions  discovered  soon  necessitated  the 
opening  of  a hostel  for  evacuees  and  in  October,  194C?  hou^e  at 
Thurmaston  was  tahen  over  for  the  purpose.  Ve  soon  found  this  was 
no  sinecure,  and  its  running  required  the  patience  of  Job  and  the 
sagacity  of  Solomon,  however,  we  caj'ried  on  successlully  until  it 
was  closed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  the  30th.  November,  1945. 

During  this  period  600  children  were  admitted,  41  direct  irom 
blitzed  and  559  from  billets  in  Leicestershire. 

WATER  SUPPLIES: 

The  public  well  supplies  were  sampled  monthly  during  the  year  - 
the  results  received  varied  compared  with  last  year.  The  Beeby  and 
•7ymeswold  supplies  were  more  satisfactory  but  Burton-on-the-'7olds 
V7as  still  the  sacoe  showing  pollution  on  two  occasions  and  doubtful 
contamination  twice.  No  shortage  was  reported  during  the  year.

Four  siippleiiientriry  licences  to  retail  ^'pasteurised'’  milk  and 
three  Dealers  Licences  for  ’’Pasteurised"  milk  v^ere  issued.  One 
dairy  in  the  area  is  producing  Heat-trea ted( Sterilized)  Milk. 

There  seems  to  be  a general  desire  on  the  part  of  the  landovmers 
to  improve  the  conditions  under  'which  milk  is  produced  and  stored 
although  tl'jre  are  still  too  many  cowsheds  which  either  require 
pulling  down  or  complete  reconstruction. 

The  Officers  of  the  County  '/or  Agricultural  Executive  Gotamittee 
have  co-operated,  particularly  v/here  alterations  to  premises  have 
been  intended  and  it  seems  a pity  that  the  fullest  exchange  of 
information  is  not  available  especially  with  regard  to  notification 
of  unsatisfactory  samples  of  milk  taken.  This  information  would 
not  only  save  duplication  of  sampling  but  vi/ould  result  in  uniformity 
of  action. 

One  producer  was  successfully  proceeded  against  in  court  for 
non-registra tion  as  a co’wkee.jer  and  contravention  of  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Order.  A fine  of  iZQ'.  0.  Od.  was  made  and  he  has  since  dis- 
continued as  a milk  producer.

Housing  Situation. 

The  survey  uf  houses  in  the  district  was  carried  out  at  a fairly 
rapid  rate  during  the  year  and  at  the  end  of  December,  7,007  houses 
had  been  inspected,  these  were  laade  up  as  follows;-

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The  Housing  Conirnittee  instructea  the  Sonitfiry  Inspector  to 
draw  up  a list  of  the  vi/orst  properties  under  Category  h and  a Sub- 
committee subsequently  inspected  these  properties  in  tliree  parishes. 
It  was  unanimously  agreed  that  the  houses  fell  far  below  the  standard 
of  fitness  as  adopted  by  the  Council  and  in  many  cases  the  houses 
were  found  to  be  in  such  a state  of  disrepair  that  immediate  action 
was  taken  towards  the  making  of  demolition  orders  or  undertaiiings 
not  to  relet  so  that  when  the  houses  became  empty  they  would  not 
again  be  occupied. 

Repair  work  to  houses  during  the  year  was  chiefly  that  of  an 
urgent  nature  and  it  was  found  particularly  difficult  to  enforce 
repairs  where  condemned  houses  were  still  occupied.  Besides  there 
being  a shortage  of  building  labour  for  these  jobs,  the  owners  were 
found  to  be  very  reluctant  to  do  other  than  the  rnrst  necessary  v;urks 
as  they  invariably  complained  about  the  greatly  increased  cost  of 
repairs.  . In  spite  of  all  the  difficulties  hov/ever,  it  was  seldom 
found  necessary  to  resort  to  statutory  action. 

Increased  work  was  place  on  the  Department  by  the  intro- 
duction in  Au-gnst  of  the  ”£10  limit”  on  all  building  works,  but  it 
was  found  that  this  duty  worked  very  well  in  conjunction  with  other 
housing  work  and  it  was  possible  to  obtain  the  fullest  information 
on  repair  work. 

CRICKET  NUISANCE: 


The  village  of  liountsorrel  became  infested  with  crickets  in 
mid-summer  and  these  were  found  to  emanate  from  a quarry  v/hich  was 
being  used  as  a temporary  refuse  tip.  The  Council  had  some  months 
previously  discontinued  tipping  and  it  v/as  thought  that  building  and 
other  refuse  had  been  the  source  of  infestation. 

The  tip  was  sprayed  several  times  with  liquid  insecticide 
with  little  success  but  finally  the  crickets  were  brought  well  under 
control  by  the  use  of  Gamraexane  Po?/der. 

DUST  NUISANCE; 


A petition  was  received  from  the  householders  of  the  north 
end  of  Mountsorrel  complaining  of  a nuisance  from  dust  which  v/as 
emanating  from  the  sky  tip  at  the  local  quarry. 

Thj  3 tip  was  used  for  the  dumping:  of  surplus  or  unusable 
rough  granite  sand.  The  tipping  operation  appeared  to  be  the 
main  source  of  the  dust  in  the  air. 

It  was  found  impossible  to  remove  the  tip  as  it  amounted 
to  about  200,000  tons  and  after  an  interview  with  the  Managing 
Director  of  the  Company  tipping  ceased  and  an  undertaking  was  given 
by  him  that  if  the  tip  did  not  grass  over  steps  would  be  taken  to 
help  this  process. 
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RATS  & MICE  DESTRUCTION; 

Prepci rations  were  made  for  the  destruction  of  rats  in  the 
sewers  and  as  a preliminary  measure  all,  sewers  were  test-haited 
and  this  v/ork  v7as  completed  hy  the  end  ^f  the  year.
